BAGGAGE. 


The Standard of the 30th ult, publishes

mame of Sundin, Ward, who had remained 
in Pickford’s service, was known as visiting 
Wiltiams,and both had taken thotrunk away 
the samo.-night, after busying themsclves 
packingup the contenta, The mode in which 
tho thoft had been carried out was by affix.

The cost of 
the. sails is practically tho same in 
eitherense, A new 24-footer, her sails and 
design (£15.16) will therofore only cost 

+ $450 more than a new one-designer, and 
not double tho money. Moreover, if the 
owner ‘of the 24-footer designs his own 
boat or gota & friend to design her (and 
there are instances of both being dono), tho 
difference would only be $250. 

Your correspondent next refers to the 
close racing among five boats in the ono- 
design class. ‘ To begin with, he ought to 
have said four, for no one will pretend that 
the Afin ia anything like as good a boat 
vag any of tho other four. But has not, 
the. championship in the 24-footers class 
been decid 
in a series of 12 races, in esch of the last 
four seusons? You cannot have racing much 
closer than that, and the more yachts 
in the premier class, the more interesting 
and exciting will the sport become,
